Rilirt Worth Blnghai Appointed Mayor of 
LoniSTllle Last Witk— Stockholder 
ia Crittaadai Co. Miiai. 



Governor Beckham last week ap- 
pointed Robert Wortn Bigham Mayor 
of Loalavlllo to 111 oat the t«rm of 
Paul C. Earth, who lost his office by 
a recent decision of the Court of 
Appeals. Mayor Bigham is well 
known to auay of our people, having 
ma'lc fre'|uent visits here to look 
after his mining interests. He came 
here fltat with Mr. R. D. Dreaher 
and became interested in the Colum- 
bia Mining Co. Later he was cleet- 
ed a director in the Southern Lead 
and Ziae Co., being one of the pro- 
moters and largest >tickholdei - in 
that company. Of him the "Louis- 
ville Evening Post" said the day 
after his appointment : 

•'Robert Worth BinL'ham is a 
North Carolinian by birth, his natal 
city being Aahevillo. He is in the 
prime of manhood, being thirty->ix 
years of as;c. His early education 
was received in a military school at 
Asheville, of which his fathor is com- 
mandant. He later graduated with 
hieh honors from the University of 
North Carolina, and took a post- 
irradnate coarae ia the l^niversity of 
Vinrinia. 

■Returning to his home, he be- 
eame an instmctor in his father's 
>eiin<>l. an institation that was found- 
ed by his irrcat-iirandfather in I"!'!'. 
For four years he occupied the chair 
of .\neioat Laairaago. 

-He married Mies Kleanor Miller, 
a daughter of Samuel A. Miller, of 
Lonisville, in May 189ri and remov- 
ing to this city matriculated in the 
Law Department of the University 
of Louisville, taking both courses in 
• me year and gradnating high in the 
clas-. 

••Mr. Binghaiu entered the law 
ofBce of J. T. O Neal iu Is"'.! and 
eontinaod to praetioo ia his chosen 

profession in that connection until 
liHji), when be founded a partnership 
with W. W. Davis, his present 
associate, under tha Ira aaaM of 
Bingham Davis. 

■•The vacancy in the office of 
County Attorney, eansed by Samuel 
B, Kirby becoming Judge of the 
Chancery Lourt, Second Divison. was 
filled by the appointment of Mr. 
Bingham. Thia waa ia Jaavary 1904 

In the fall he was re-elected to till 
out the remainder of the term and in 
1905, was his owa saccessor in the 

office. 

"Huring the recent lid agitation, 
Mr. Bingham was chosen by the 
Governor to earry oat his Saaday 
closing polioy after the regular auth- 
orities had proven their inability to 
do so. His last act in his official 
capacity as County Attoraey was the 
exposing of the alleged irregularities 
in the contracts for the Courthouse."

URGEST IN WORLD 
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Through the coasolidatioa of sev- 
eral irrigation campanics in Colorado, 
arrangements have been completed 
for the eoBstraetioB of the largest 
dam iu the world at a point nine 
miles northwest of Denver. J. G. 
White tSc Co., of New York, who 
will baild the dam, as wall as aaxil- 
lary works, state that if will have a 
length ot nearly a mile and a ijuar- 
ter, a height of 150 feet aad will 
ooauia 10,000,000 cable yards of 
material. 

The collossal si/.e of this latest 
creation of engineering skill will be 
realized when it is compared with 
the new Croton dam in New York 
City water supply system, which 
eonuinsless tbaa 1,000,000 cable 

yards, and with the great Koosavolt 
irrigation dam in Arizona, the larg- 
est of many big ones being built by 
the government, which contaias only 

:;.')(». 01)11 cubic yards. 

The Stanley dam, as the new 
structure will be known, will im- 
ponad 1,000,000,000 cubic feet of 
water, t c-apacity sufficit'nt for the 
regular irrigation ot more than 100,- 
000 acres of land. The low of five 
river-, on the eastern slope of the 
rockies will be confined in the great 
reservoir which the dam will form. 

The dam and auxiliary systems, 
thus far projected for colli . •iiuu' and 
distributing the water, will cost up- 
ward of «4,(N)0,000. and althongh 
the project constitutes the greatest 
irrigation development yet a'tvanced 
by private enterprise in this eimntry.

the surface of the lake. The palm 
crees will not be missed, but what of 
the ruins? That is the tribute of 
the past which modern agricultural 
Egypt is called upon to pay.

Twenty-three feet of 
granite now ^tand between it au i 
oblivion. It is named I'liilac. and 
ta the burial place of Osiris. A

I the irreat temple of lri«. beirun by 
I I'tolemy Philadelphus and added to 
' by the Roman emperors. Its front 
*i« in (b ' foiiii ot a pr^pybm. before 
which is an expansive court bounded 
by two galleries, the column sides ot 
which skirt the shore for 250 feet. 
Beyond tlic propylon are many lialls 
and chambers of curious and fantastic 
design. The whelming waters of the 
winter months have already begun 
their work. Floors have sunken, 
columns fallen, and walls crumbled. 
The 2H additional feet of granite 
will complete the work of devi-sta- 
tion. Philae and its ruins will never 
again feel the sun of Egypt.

The same difference exists between 
railway rates and water rates today 
aod will continue to eiist in the 
Ohio river -tates until the comjile- 
tion ol the Mine Foot .Stage irom 
Pittsburgh to Cairo. Whether by 
stage in the 5(t s or by rail today tlie 
tax of overland carriage •! freight 
is a most grievous burden which the 
improved Ohio would remove.
